7th.— The 
rooms of the Republican State Central 
Committee, at No. 419 California street, 
were well tilled at 2 o’clock this after­ 
noon with leading members of the party 
frorn all parts of the State. Among them 
were nearly all the men who have been re­ 
cently prom inent in the councils of the 
organization. 
Kx-Seuator A. P. Williams 
took the Chair and called the meeting to 
order. H e read the invitation issued by 
the State Committee, already published, 
which declares the object of" the meeting 
to be the organization of a State Republi­ 
can Club. Mr. W illiams said the commit­ 
tee would gladly have invited every man 
in the organization to me«t here to-dav, 
but that was impossible. All had been in­ 
vited whose names could be remembered. 
“ This meeting,” he said, “is partly de­ 
signed to teach Republicans their duties to 
their party and the country. The cam­ 
paign which is about to open is, in my 
judgment, one of the most im portant we 
have ever seen. The leading question, the 
tariff, is only in a modified sense one of 
partisan politics. It is one of business 
also, which appeals to every m an’s pocket.” 
After some further remarks, Mr. Williams 
asked for nominations for temporary Chair­ 
man. 
Alexander Radlam proposed W . H. L. 
Karnes, whose name was greeted with ap­ 
plause. The names of A. G. Booth and 
ex-Senator W illiams were suggested, but 
Barnes was unanimously chosen. As he 
arose to take the chair he was greeted with 
cheers and applause. 
General Barnes congratulated the meet­ 
ing on its appearance, and the good omen 
presaged by the large gathering of Republi­ 
cans." The party,” he said, “ was not satis­ 
fied with the verdict rendered at the last 
election, and were now about to move for 
a new trial’ —a sentiment that was greeted 
with laughter and applause. 
M. C. Baum was chosen Secretary with­ 
out opposition. 
P. B. Cornwall moved the appointment 
by the Chair of a committee of five on 
Perm anent Organization. 
John A. Smith 
amended to make the num ber nine, and 
the amendm ent was accepted. 
The Chair appointed the following Com­ 
mittee on Perm anent Organization : 
P. B. 
Cornwall, H. I. Kowalsky. S. S. Martin, 
Alex McBoyle, George G.’Blanehard, T. J. 
L. Smiley and N. A. Judd. 
On motion of ex-Senator Boone, the fol- 
low irg Committee on Constitution and By­ 
laws was appointed by the C hair: John 
L. Boone, John T. Cutting, W. K. Dargie, 
Charles Sonntag, Captain W. L. Merry, 
Horace Davis and J. B. Stetson. 
At the suggestion of the Chair the com­ 
mittees retired for consultation. 
Ex-Senator W illiams then moved that it 
is the sense of the meeting that a Republi­ 
can State Club be formed, and the motion 
was unanimously carried. 
A recess was then taken while those pres­ 
ent signed the roll. 
On the meeting being called to order 
after recess, Mr. Cornwall, of the Commit­ 
tee on Permanent Organization, presented 
the following rep o rt: For President, W. H. 
L. Barnes ; Vice-President, General W. H. 
D im ond; Secretary, M. C. B aum ; Treas­ 
urer, H enry L. Dodge; Honorary Vice- 
Presidents—Senator I .eland Stanford, A. P. 
Williams, Van R. Patterson, Geo. G. Blan­ 
chard of El Dorado, J. F. Crank of Los 
Angeles, Joseph McKenna. Charles N. Fel­ 
ton, Tim othy Guy Phelps, Chancellor fiart- 
son, Morris M. Estee, Governor R. W. 
W aterman, Thomas B. McFarland, W . W. 
Morrow, W. H. Vandever, E. S. Babcock, 
John F. Swift, Charles F. Reed of Yolo, 
Newton Booth of Sacramento, and Thomas 
R. Bard of Ventura. 
Mr. Boone made a report from the Com­ 
mittee on Constitution and By-laws, em­ 
bodying a complete set of rules for the gov­ 
ernm ent of the club. 
The initiation fee was fixed at $10, and 
the dues at $1 a month. 
A ioug debate ensued over (be motion to 
rem it one-half the fees and dues of all 
members residing outside of San Francisco 
and Alameda counties. Several delegates 
from the country said they did not wish for 
a discount, but it was finally agreed to re­ 
mit the initiation fee for outside members, 
and to fix the dues at $10 a year in advance, 
instead of $1 per month. 
ft was decided to incorporate the club 
under the laws of the State, and the club 
then adjourned.

O ly m p ia , February 7th.—From Mr. O. 
M. Dutton, ot Portland, Or., who arrived 
front Montesano this evening, the follow­ 
ing additional particulars have been re­ 
ceived regarding the wreck of the hark 
Abercorn. Mr. Dutton has seen the three 
survivors, heard the entire history of the 
wreck, and was one of those who sub­ 
scribed a putse towards their immediate 
needs. 
While he cannot recollect the 
names of the survivors, his interview was 
very full and extended, and the informa­ 
tion can be relied on. 
H e says there are three survivors. One 
he calls “ the old m an,” who is 53 years of 
age, and who gave him the principal" points, 
but evidently not teiling all he knows until 
he sees the British Consul, I-aidlaw, in 
Portland. This old sailor told Dutton the 
follow ing: 
TI1E sa il o r’s sto r y. 
They were out 125 days from Glasgow, 
with 2.000 tons of steel rails consigned to 
the O. R. & N. Company. They took pilot 
Johnson on board, as previously reported, 
and stood out to sea. 
The wreck occurred 
at half-past six Monday morning, by the 
vessel running on a sand-beach. 
There 
was no gale blowing, whatever, but it was 
somewhat foggy. 
Two hours previous to 
striking. Johnson sent a man into the crcss- 
trees to keen a lookout for lights at the 
mouth of the Columbia river, supposing 
they were near that locality. At the time 
they were steering a southeast course and 
carrying a light sail. 
The 
old 
sailor 
was 
on 
watch. 
He 
says 
they 
took soundings 
only 
twice after taking Johnson 
on board, 
first on Saturday, when they found 80 
fathoms, and again after standing out to 
sea. On Sunday they sounded and found 
120 fathoms. All the survivors agree that 
these were the only soundings taken. 
The 
vessel struck seven miles north of Gray's 
Harbor, near Damon’s Point. 
•mmediately after striking all hands 
went into the after-cabin, as the sea was 
breaking badly forward, and while Ihey 
were there the foremast and mainmast 
broke, and the deck split. About half-past 
1 p. m. a heavy sea broke into the cabin. 
The old sailor, who was first out of the 
cabin, could not tell how many were 
drowned at that time, but is satisfied that 
some must have been. Those who survived 
ascended the rigging of the mizzenmast, 
and the old man saw pilot Johnson, as he 
came out of the cabin, which was filled 
with water. 
He then saw a wave strike 
him. upon which he tried to grasp the bar 
of the companion-way. but missed it, when 
a second wave sirnck Johnson and carried 
him into the ocean. 
The old man watched him for some time 
in the water, and says he swam nobly, but 
as he was looking back at the vessel and 
swimming parallel with the coast, he did 
not appear to be making for the shore, al­ 
though the sailor thinks if he had had any­ 
thing to assist him he could easily have 
been saved. 
A little later the mizzen mast gave way, 
and the ship opened and let all into the 
sea. As the mast was going, the old sailor 
jum ped to clear the side of the ship, and 
was under water for some time. 
As he 
came up the second time he saw near him 
a plank about thirteen feet long, which he 
seized and steered for the shore. 
After get­ 
ting od the plank he says his hair was 
hardly wet, showing that there was no 
torm. 


As soon as he struck the beach he let his 
plank go, and was on his knees in the sand 
when an Indian came to his assistance. 
After getting on his feet he found he could 
walk all right, and in fact did not suffer 
until he bad a chill from his exposure. 


THE OTHER SURVIVORS. 
The next survivor was a man about 25 
years of age. who came ashore with a piece 
of plank under each arm . Both of the 
men were m the water about half an honr. 
The boy who was saved is an orphan, and 
was one of the five boys from tiie training- 
ship, all of whom were making their first 
voyage. 
He will be 17 years old next 
April, but. like the others, his name is un­ 
known. 
He came ashore with two pieces 
of piauk, and was the last to reach the 
shore, having been about an hour in the 
water, and having drifted two miles up the 
coast from where the others landed. 
He 
was unconscious when found bv McIntyre 
and an Indian. The boy says he saw sev­ 
eral persons in the water after he left the 
wreck, and was the last to see the Captain 
alone. 
At one time the Captain was within fif­ 
teen feet of him, and told him to hang on 
to his planks and not to be scared and be 
would reach the shore ail right. 
Then a 
heavy wave struck the lad, and that was 
the last he saw of the Captain or any of 
the ship’s crew. 
Shortly after they reached the shore a 
body was seen floating a short distance 
away, but it sank immediately after being 
sighted, and although the Indians. McIn­ 
tyre and a seaman rushed to their necks in 
the waves, it was impossible to recove- 
the body which was supposed to be that of 
the Captain. Sixteen bodies are reported 
found up to Sunday night, including those 
of Pilot Johnson and 
the Captain, the 
former having been recognized by the note­ 
book found in his pocket. All the bodies 
were found from sixteen to nineteen miles 
up the coast, and there are still six bodies 
unheard from. 
The ship’s company consisted of the 
Captain and twenty-four men. The two 
oldest Burvivors will leave on the tug 
Ranger for Portland, to give evidence be­ 
fore the British Consul. The boy has al­ 
ready made a statement in writing, which 
the others will take with them. 
On arriving at Hoquiam Bay the men 
were most hospitably received, and every­ 
thing done for their comfort. Too much 
praise cannot be given to the Indians for 
the manner in which they risked their 
lives to save the drowning men and the 
care they took of the survivors. 


HIS WORST EXPERIENCE. 
The old sailor says he has gone through 
many scenes of shipwreck before, but this 
was the worst lie has ever witnessed. Had 
there been a life-saving station or a rocket 
to carry a line to the vessel, every man 
mighi have been saved. The immediate 
necessity of a station in that vicinity is 
now only too apparent. 
Dutton asked the old sailor where were 
the ship’s boats. H e said that the first 
thing that is done in the case of a wreck is 
to get out the boats, and it was done in 
this case, but from the position in which 
the ship was headed, quarter on, they could 
not launch the boats without having them 
dashed to pieces, which was the case of our 
boats, both being destroyed. 
Dutton then asked : “ W hy did you not 
have on life-preservers?” 
He said there were no life-preservers on 
a sailing ship, as he supposed if a wreck 
occurred at sea there would be no good in 
them . W hether this is a rule among Eng­ 
lish vessels is a question. Evidently, from 
the old sailor’s story, there was nojlife- 
preservers on board, for none of the .sur­ 
vivors had them on. nor did they know of 
them. 
As the vessel’s cargo was iron, 
there was no floating debris by which the 
crew could save themselves, as the masts 
and the yards were iron and would natur­ 
ally sink the moment they fell. 
Dutton asked the old ruan if the Captain 
had given the instructions as to how to 
save themselves when they were in the 
cabin. H e said : 
“ The Captain did not 
make any orders, and he did not usually 
talk to the likes of me.” 
The greatest praise is due McIntyre and 
Dutton for the efforts they used and the 
care they took of the survivors, bringing 
them to Hoquiam, and seeing them a -it 
attended to. 
As these men and the Indi­ 
ans are a self-constituted life-saving serv­ 
ice, they ought to be well rewarded for the 
risk they ran on this occasion.

New Y ork, F'ebruary 7th.—Some time 
ago the Tribune of this city invited expres­ 
sions of opinion by individual farmers, 
agricultural societies and Granges regard­ 
ing the inlluence of the tariff upon the 
agricultural industry, and any changes in 
taritl desired by the farmers. The result 
was the receipt of several thousand letters, 
which the Tribune submitted to a commit­ 
tee consisting of Hon. W arner Miller of 
New York, Cyrus C. Carpenter, John T.

The report proper is quite long, giving 
statistics of the farming and m anufactur­ 
ing growth in the United States during the 
past fifteen years, to show that protection 
has brought immigration, and with it a 
home m arket for agricultural products 
which permitted vast farm development, 
etc. 
The following excerpts give the spirit of 
w hat the committee found in the letters : 
"A great majority of these letters express 
the conviction that the tariff’, notwithstand­ 
ing its defects and omissions, has contrib­ 
uted powerfully to the growth and welfare 
of agriculture. 
F'ew are hostile or indiffer­ 
ent.” 
“ W ith scarcely an exceDtion the letters 
received point out that the tariff should 
have surely defended the industry of the 
farmers in ways which it has "not. 
It 
should shield them, as completely as any 
branch of manufacture, from the spas­ 
modic and destructive competition which 
the cheapness of labor in some other lands 
perm it.” 
The duties on potatoes and m arket gar­ 
den products, which at 
times can be 
brought here in ballast in almost unlimited 
quantities, should be large enough to insure 
a fair defense. Two hundred and seventy- 
nine of tue 326 farmers who refer to the 
duties on sugar ask the abolition of those 
duties. 
Regarding wool, the report says: “The 
wool-growers. who appeal to other farmers 
throtlghouf the country, show that the 
prostration of their industry is im m inent; 
that they num ber more than one million, 
and if forced to give tip wool-growing 
must devote their land to other branches 
of agriculture 
in 
which 
competition 
is already severe enough; that the pros­ 
tration of manufactures would aiso deprive 
American farmers ot a considerable part of 
their home market, and that wi;b woolen 
goods worn 
by 
nine-tenths 
of 
the 
people (as 
cheap 
now 
as 
in 
any 
other country, quality considered), the 
consumers have only to pay higher prices 
if the enormous 
consumption of this 
country is to tie supplied wholly or in 
part by foreign looms. They, therefore, 
ask a united effort of ail farmers to obtain 
from Congress such action that this indus­ 
try may receive the substantial protection 
enjoyed under the tariff of 18*17.’’

and children to places of safety. There are 
fears that a crisis is at hand, and that there 
will be bloodshed within 48 hours. 
A crowd of noisy Hungarians and Po- 
landers again paraded the streets this after­ 
noon, shouting “ Bread or blood !"

¡vision, has several engines stationed at 
convenient parts prepared for defense in 
case of attack or accident caused by the 
strikers.

THE 
CALIFORNIA 
FIVE PER CENT. 
CLAIM AGAIN. 


It is rejiorted l-v telegraph that a mi 
nority of the House eoniniittec on public 
lands lias reported adversely to the claim 
of California for five per rent, of the net 
proceeds of the sales of public lands in this 
State. 
It is not the first {¡me that the claim 
has la-on opposed. 
The Legislature and 
<inventor of < alifornia memorialized Con­ 
gress upon the subject as early as 185.H. 
in 1878,we made an appeal to the general 
land oflice through an agent appointed by 
the Slate Surveyor-! ieneral and confirmed 
thereafter by the Legislature. 
In 187!i, a 
hill was introduced to grant California the 
percentage as has lieea «lone in the cases 
of all the publie land States. 
Nothing 
came of it, it ls-ing objected that Califor­ 
nia slept upon her rights twenty-eight 
years, and had come into the Union w ith­ 
out a condition attached to the Act of 
admission relating to the claim. 
In 1881 
the Legislature again memorialized Con­ 
gress u|>on the subject and hills were in­ 
troduced in the Senate and the House to 
grant the prayer of the petition, hut lioth 
failed, as also an amendment to a general 
hill that was intended to give recognition 
to the claim. Various Congressional activi­ 
ties concerning the m atter followed, and 
in 1888 a third bill was introduced in the 
House and in the Senate also, recognizing 
and allowing the claim. 
Upon the House 
hill the committee on public lands re­ 
ported favorably. 
T hat report recited 
that of all public land States Califor­ 
nia alone had been excluded, though upon 
her admission the same obligations and 
conditions relative to sale and disposal of 
public lands had been imposed upon her 
as upon the other public land States. 
The 
report set forth that the public land laws 
were1 not extended to California until 
March, 1858, and no sales were made prior 
to July, 1857. 
As the Legislature of 
1858 memorialized Congress to include 
California in the percentage allowances 
it is clear th at the claim of Mr. Ju lian in 
the Forty-fifth Congress, that California 
had slept upon her rights, was not sound 
In ISSti, in the Forty-ninth ( 'ongress, Sena­ 
tor Stanford introduced a hill to pay Cali­ 
fornia the five per cent., and it received a 
favorable report, as also did a sim ilar hill 
in the House, hut neither hill ever reached 
the point of passage. 
At the present ses­ 
sion Senator Stanford's revenue hill passed 
the Senate. 
We are now told that the objections 
raised to the hill now licforc the House 
recognising the equitable character of the 
claim, are, that California has received 
more than her share of the bounty given 
public laud States. 
We do not see that 
this cuts any figure in the case ; the ques­ 
tion is upon the fairness of the claim, not 
the amount of land given independent of 
it. 
These grants stand alone ; they were 
not given in lieu of i alifornia’s omission 
from the list of ¡lereentagc grant States, 
nor was any question of that percentage 
involved in any way whatever. 
It is ob­ 
jected that other States receive their per­ 
centage only uj-on sales made after the 
passage of the Act, while for California it 
is claimed that her claim shall date hack 
to the first sales. 
But it is true that Cali­ 
fornia made application for the grant 
within a year after sales liegan. 
It is also 
true that in the eases of some of the other 
States the grant was contemporaneous 
with the date of admission and th at it has 
been the uniform policy of Congress to 
make these grants to the States. 
Califor­ 
nia was admitted with specific expression 
that she came in iqion equal footing with 
all the other States in all respects. 
It is 
finally objected that the State is rich and 
that her school fund is not in need of aid. 
But the same was true of Connecticut in 
1841 when she received her first grant, 
and of New York, Pennsylvania ami V ir­ 
ginia in the same year, and of Minnesota, 
Illinois, Colorado, Iowa and Missouri. 
*1 he equity of the claim is strong and 
stands independently of our needs and i» 
based upon the uniform policy of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
If nothing more forcible can be 
advanced against it than the reasons re­ 
cited, it ought to prevail in the House as 
it lias already in the Senate. 


such a union is intended to w’evate and 
better the laboring man everywhere, it is 
also true th at the laborers of Europe have 
sueli wholly different standards and ambi­ 
tions from those of the American wage- 
winucr that there cannot he any union of 
purj -ose between them concerning wages, 
methods of procedure, ideas of civilization 
or comprehension of natural and inalien­ 
able rights. 
Moreover, in this country the 
labor elements cannot be crystallized into 
one compact organization. If interests and 
ideas so clash here as to divide the 1-odv of 
the workers into warring classes, how can 
the K nights expect to succeed with a union 
whose foundations arc in the four quarters 
of the globe? 


I n i: Board of Snjiervisors yesterday 
perm itted another day to pass away with­ 
out ordering a new Groat Kegister. 
If 
they propose to make the order at all, 
there Ls no reason whatever for postjionmg 
it; if they propose to defeat the Kos.» or­ 
dinance, they should do it at once, and 
give th e Democracy the full advantage. 
There is urgency in this matter, because 
every day lost narrows the already very 
limited time in which citizens can register. 
The U n'om i-l'sioN is perfectly confident 
th at it reflects public opinion in this m at­ 
ter. 
If Supervisors have any doubt about 
it, iet them take means to inform them ­ 
selves and he convinced. 
.Moreover, even 
if public opinion were not informed ujkiii 
the subject, it is the plain duty of the Su­ 
pervisors, who are put into place to act for 
the best interests of the people, to reform 
the register that has been accumulating 
errors for seven years. The printed register 
will lie reprinted unless registration is 
ordered. 
So far, then, as the mere print­ 
ing goes, re-registration will involve no 
extra cost—on the contrary it will abso­ 
lutely cost less, as by re-registration some 
.",000 or 4,000 names will he dropped from 
the Kegister. 
The Supervisors should act 
in this m atter without any further delay— 
let it he settled at once whether dead men 
are to vote 
alongside 
sentient 
beings 
next fall or not, and let the party that has 
political control in the Board take th e re­ 
sponsibility of ordering the corpses into or 
out of their graves. 
It will not do to talk 
about 81,500 or 82,000 of debt standing in 
the way of re-registration. 
T hat is a 
bagatelle compared to a clean register, a 
fair ballot and an honest count. 
If no 
other reason than the mere cost can be ad­ 
vanced for declining to make the order, 
the people w ill he very apt to supply a 
reason, and draw the conclusion that other 
than economic are the actuating motives. 


T h e speech of l ’rince Bismarck clears 
away all doubt of the intentions of tier- 
many in the present unrest in Europe. 
The Empire proposes to have peace, and 
is ready to fight for it, as the saying goes. 
It is perfectly clear that the powerful ap­ 
peal lie lias made to the patriotic German 
sentiment has met with a hearty response, 
and th at the Government can command 
the strength of the German people at any 
moment against Kussia or France. 
As to 
the latter, appearances indicate sincerity 
on the part of Germany in desiring to 
m aintain friendly relations with the re­ 
public. 
If there is assault in that direc­ 
tion, it will probably come from the 
French side of the border first. 
It will he 
a sad day for France when she makes an 
alliance with Kussia against Austria, G er­ 
many and Italy. She cannot hope at this 
time to regain her lost provinces, nor will 
it be possible for Kussia to give her aid 
except indirectly. 
The strength of the 
. Yustro-G erman 
alliance, 
therefore, is 
really promotive of peace in Europe; 
it is readiness for war and a warning 
to the other powers to make it at their 
peril. 
One thing 
that 
must operate 
to keep France out of entanglement with 
Russian schemes at this time is th at the 
republic has no m ilitary leaders who can 
command great armies, awaken the enthu­ 
siasm and inspire the confidence of the 
French people. 


T h e priest AYallauski, who persuaded 
the Polish rioter- at Shenandoah to forego 
their intent to mob the W illiam Penn 
works, looks beyond the passions that in­ 
flame the striker. 
W allanski is a Master 
Workman as well as priest, hut intelligence 
has done this for him, it has shown him 
that in this land coercion of one lot of 
workers by another will not he tolerated, 
that forcible attempts to compel to work 
or to cease working will inevitably bring 
U|«m those who make them fearful retribu­ 
tion. The education this man lias as a 
priest gives him strength and superiority 
over the ignorant Poles of Pennsylvania, 
who forget that they are tolerated in a 
land where their right to strike is fortified 
by the same reasons and laws that protect 
the man who refuses to strike. There is 
need for more W allanskis and fewer ig­ 
norant Polish laborers in America. 


U N IV E R SA L LABOR U N IO N . 


It is reported that th e Knights of Labor 
look forward to organization of the labor 
forces of the entire world into five gen­ 
eral assemblies, subordinate to a supreme 
assembly, oom[-osed of representatives of 
each country. 
The scheme is wildly 
chim erical; and for sufficient and unan­ 
swerable reasons. 
The labor elements of 
the United States, in all the forms of or­ 
ganization into which they have entered 
are antagonistic to the cheap and degraded 
labor of countries where the laborer is 
a ruled subservient, ill paid and cheap 
living toiler whose methods of life are 
not in any respect in harmony with tiiose 
of the laboring man of America. 
How do 
the Knights, for instance, propose to har­ 
monizo in one grand international union 
(saying nothing of the laboring classes of 
China), the lower level laborers of H un­ 
gary and Poland, whom they so bitterly 
assail in Pennsylvania, and those of free 
enlightened 
America, from which 
we 
raise up eitizensliip ami develop pillars 
of State, loaders iu field aud in hall? How 
can they expect, in such a union, to assim­ 
ilate the elements that lie along 
the 
“ m udsills” of society iu Italy w ith the 
1 alio ring citizens of the United .Status— 
each a sovereign and independent essential 
factor in the Government, filling of right 
as large r. place as any other citizen? The 
interests of the laboring classes of Europe 
and of America are antagonistic at all 
points;

The dispatches announce the debut of 
Miss Sibyl Sanderson, daughter of the late 
Judge Sanderson, at The Hague. This is 
confirmed 
by dispatches from 
private 
sources. 
It will probably he of interest to 
our readers and the friends of Miss Sander­ 
son to say that the debut was made under 
the name of “Ada P alm er;” but she will 
resume her own, now that the very try­ 
ing ordeal has been successfully passed 
before a num ber of the world's most criti­ 
cal audiences. 
Miss Sanderson was horn in Sacramento, 
and is about 24 years of age, but when 
about s the family removed to San Fran­ 
cisco, which has been her home, with the 
exception of the short time she has spent 
in Europe. She showed no early indica­ 
tion whatever of being a musician, and it 
was bv the merest accident, during her visit 
iu Paris some few years ago, that it was 
discovered she possessed a voice wonderful 
in its purity and register. 
Her mother 
could hardly he persuaded to put her under 
a teacher for the proper cultivation ot it, 
hut at last yielde L She has not studied, it 
is said, under the special direction of any 
one master for any great length of time, 
but has been fortuuate in having all of the 
very bed instructors, and her progress 
from the beginning has been rapid. This 
has been, not only because of her talent 
for mu-ic, hut because sho had no faulty 
methods to eradicate, and it was a pure, 
natural voice, that needed only the master 
to train it to its present state, which all 
critics who have listened to her pronounce 
phenomenal. 
Before his death her father gave his con­ 
sent. free from all restrictions, toiler adopt­ 
ing the operatic stage, but was only in­ 
duced to do this upon the recommendation 
of the very best authorities that his daugh­ 
ter possessed a remarkable voice, and one 
which should 
be 
distinguished in the 
musical world. Miss Sanderson, after the 
death of her father, returned to California, 
hut after a stay of a few months returned to 
Paris to re-enter the “Conservatoire,” from 
which she had special leave of absence, but 
was required to return by a certain time or 
forfeit tier scholarship. She had entered 
the Conservatoire under the most flattering 
conditions, and had the encouragement of 
the Directors, among whom was Ambroise 
Thomas. The strain, however, upon pupils 
is so great that but few pass successfully 
and retain their strength, and so after a 
time Miss Sibyl left there and for a short 
tim e was with Slrakosch, who died last 
year. His wife, Carlotte Patti, sister of the 
great Adelina, pronounced Miss Sander­ 
son's voice like the great diva’s when she 
was of the same age. 
Then M. Carvalho, who was at the time 
the Government Director of the Opera 
Comique, with his wife, who was once one 
of the celebrated singers of Europe, took 
her, and under Mine. Carvalho she made 
great progress. 
M. Carvalho anticipated 
bringing her out at the Opera Comique, but 
his plans, of course, were paralyzed by the 
destruction of that theater, and’ for which 
he was cenaured by the Government and 
required to pay a fine. 
M. Gounod, the world's great composer, 
having heard Miss Sibyl sing, was so 
pleased that he undertook the guidance of 
her future and gave her, up to the tim e of 
her debut, such encouragement and assist­ 
ance as he alone could, taking her fre­ 
quently to the Grand Opera House to ac­ 
custom her to the business, introducing her 
to the artists on the stage, and during the 
performance one evening of his own 
“ Faust ” he introduced her as the “coming 
M arguerite.” 
But the credit in fact for the successful 
debut of Miss Sibyl is due to the efforts of 
M. Massanet. the celebrated composer, who 
has been wildly enthusiastic over the voice 
ne intended giving the world, and it has 
been under his immediate direction that 
she Las so successfully made her debut. 
Miss Sibyl’s really first introduction to 
artistic and literary Paris, occurred on the 
evening of January Kith, at the hotel of 
Mtue. Poirsnn, who had heard her a few 
evenings before at a prom inent banker’s 
house, where she liad dined. The hanker 
and his wife were so much delighted with 
the new voice that she and her husband 
called upon Miss Sibyl and Mrs. Sanderson 
and asked that they would set ail evening 
upon which they would come to her hotel 
and to which should be invited all ihe 
artistic and literary people of that great 
artistic e< liter o l'tlie world, Paris. 
As she 
was tinder the direction of Massanet, an 
evening was selected bv him, and judging 
by the information from private sources, 
and from the leading newspapers of Paris, 
her reception was an enthusiastic one, and 
she 
was congratulated upon all sivles. 
Among those who thus accorded her a 
warm congratulatory greeting was Chris­ 
tine Nilsson, which was praise indeed. 
M Talazac, the great tenor of the Opera 
Comique, sang with her, while Mrue. Poir- 
son accompanied them on the organ, and 
Massenet upon the piano. The music ren­ 
dered was from Massenet's opera "M anon,” 
which fins never been sung but once in 
Paris, am! then by Heilbrunn. who died 
símil aber creating the part. 
Until Miss 
Sibyl's advent. Massenet has not cared to 
intrust the part to any other singer, hut he 
declares that in her lie has found his ideal, 
and the result is the reproduction of the 
opera, which is not only beautiful but very 
difficult music.

Keoobd-F nion : W e all like to see 
the enterprising business men of the com­ 
m unity organize them selves into com m it­ 
tees to look after the interest and develop­ 
m ent o f the country. 
The Hoads and 
Driveways Committee are ju-t a little pre­ 
vious, however, in the matter of sprinkling 
Jh e roads five m iles out from the city. 
It 
argued by som e members of the com- 
i-hittee that sprinkling is necessary to pre­ 
vent the road grade from being removed by 
summer breezes over the fence into the ad­ 
joining fields. 
Now. if that is the case, 
w hat will prevent the road grade outside 
the sprinkled lim its from getting over the 
fence and running around trespassing upon 
the adjoining ranches? 
If the committee's 
argument is good, then in the course of 
time it will become necessary to grade an 
incline to connect the grade of the sprin­ 
kled and the unsprinkled roads. 
Dusty 
roads are som ewhat disagreeeblo to the 
traveler; but that is nothing to be com­ 
pared to wallowing through mud from 
four to eight inches in uep b. that sticks to 
the rims of the wheels like putty, in great 
chunks about the size of a mackerel kit,until 
it reaches the apex of the wheel and then 
falls back to the ground with a thud similar 
to the fall o f a hundred-pound bowlder. 
Such is the condition of the road leading 
from Freeport to Sacramento. 
In several 
places it is almost impassable for teams 
with light loads. 
A ll the travel south of 
township lines 7 and 8, in Sacramento and 
Y olo counties contiguous to the Sacra­ 
mento river, passes over this road. 
There 
is not an individual that travels over the 
road in the winter or rainy season that 
would not forego the sprinkling for years 
to come to have this road graded and 
graveled and put in good condition for w in­ 
ter travel. 
When this is done, the travel­ 
ing com m unity of this part of the county 
w ill w illingly assist, under taxation or by 
donation, the plan proposed by the Iioads 
and Driveways Committee. 
if this Roads and Driveways Committee 
are very desirous of enjoying the luxury of 
a ride over a sprinkled driveway, they can 
do so by applying to the Superintendent of 
the Riverside road.

The revival m eetings are well attended 
at the Old l ’avilion. The room is better 
arranged than when Mr. Ham m ond so 
wonderfully stirred up the com m unity 
from a rostrum in the same hall thirteen 
years ago this very month. 
The seating is 
more comfortable, the stage more con­ 
veniently located and hall better lighted. 
By the way, the electric light in front of 
the speaker ought to be elevated fully six 
feet more, so that its glare will not inter­ 
vene in the line of virion from the audi­ 
torium. 
The elevation would comfort the 
eyes, and the countenance of the evan­ 
gelist, working under earnest emotion, 
would be more easily seen. 
For Mr. H am ­ 
mond ¡3 an earnest worker—more pro­ 
foundly so and less dramatic than in 1875. 
H e tells a story just us well, and better, 
however, and strings them upon the thread 
of his exhortation like beads. 
Unless a great mistake is made in the 
estimate of the personal magnetism of the 
man, the recollection ot his former work 
here and the strength of the body guard of 
gentlem anly, earnest clergymen about him , 
lie will awaken a profound interest in 
religious matters before long. 
Mr. H am ­ 
mond will consider this profane, he will 
deny that his personality has anything to 
do with it, except as an instrum ent; but 
admitting that, the instrument is a force. 
H e began his first meeting last night— 
there were three inside of an hour and 
three-quarters—by hom e talk to professing 
Christians. 
At Bradford, 1’enn., he saw 
three oil wells, one was dry, dry as a bone, 
but an oil well all the same. 
Another 
was a pumping well; strong suction by 
pumps brought oil to the surlace: the third 
was a flowing well, it bubbled and ran over 
in exuberance of yield. 
Out in Chicago was J. V. Farwell, a man 
of great influence. 
Som e said he was a 
Christian, another denied it. H e was asked 
to settle the dispute. 
“Certainly, I am 
a Christian,” he replied. 
Then it dawned 
on him that he was like the pumping well, 
and he became after that a flowing well, 
and a power among men for Christ. 
" What kind of a well are you," asked 
the Evangelist of his hearers, and then he 
charged them to find out, and that right 
speedily. 
Rev. Mr. Filben then took the stand and 
told of the children’s meetings, held each 
day at half past three, and what good they 
were developing. 
H e declared that they 
had proved to be the link between the Sun­ 
day-school and 
the church; 
a bridge 
spanning a gap nothing else could. 
He 
urged parents to send their children, to 
bring them, and see how deeply interested 
they were. 
Already a large number of 
youths had come out and declared for God, 
and the interest was growing. 
The m eet­ 
ing for children he said would be held 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday in Cal­ 
vary Baptist Church, I street, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth, at 3:30 every after­ 
noon. 
Rev. Mr. McHatton then made the an­ 
nouncements for to-day, and he did it in 
the 
most 
easy and 
pleasant 
manner 
imaginable, much as a friend would ex­ 
tend an invitation to a hospitable roof. 
The evening meetings at the Pavilion are 
to continue. 
On Friday evening there is to 
he gospel temperance meeting, and the de­ 
sire is that all men who wish to quit the 
cup of the inebriates will attend and learn 
of the best way to do. Every morning at 
9:30, at the Ninth-street Baptist Church, 
there is held an inquiry meeting, and to it 
an invitation was extended to all. it being 
stated that it is a deeply-inteiesting meet­ 
ing. 
After the announcements Rev. Mr. 
Merrill ottered a fervent prayer. 
There was singing next, led by an organ 
and piano and a cornel. 
It was lively, 
fresh, good and not a particle somber. In­ 
deed, there is nothing hut cheerfulness 
about these meetings, and even humor en­ 
ters in without oflense. 
Mr. Hammond 
then read a Scripture lesson and com 
weuted upon it for five minutes—that we 
are saved meritoriously, instrum entally by 
faith, and lastly by works. 
A twenty-five 
word prayer followed, and then the evan­ 
gelist took up the evening's subject, after a 
song from the choir. 
“ What think vc of Christ?" he read the 
question from Matthew xxii., 44. 
Do you 
think of H im as more than man? 
Some 
do not. 
Renan believed H im a very good 
man, but no more. 
But he was God. You 
can t understand it ? W ell, grain was found 
in the hand of a 3,000-year-old m um m y; 
it was put into the earth, and under sun­ 
light and rain it sprang up and wheat 
came and brea i was made. Can you ex­ 
plain it? 
No, nor I. 
We know it is so. 
The world is full of m ystery. Grass is 
eaten by the horse, the sheep, and hair 
grows on one and nune on the other, but 
do you know w hy ? 
Shall we be fools and 
refuse to eat bread because we don’t know 
about the wheat in the m um m y’s band 
and its planting and why it grew ? The 
Bible is full of mystery, a great many 
things we can't understand. 
W e know 
Christ is God, we know it in our hearts. 
'* H ave you thought of Christ 83 one 
able to change your heart ?" was the next 
question, followed by a cascade of anec­ 
dotes and illustrations tending to prove a 
change of heart. 
H e told the story—and 
told it well — of a distinguished clergyman 
of the Church of England, who never 
thought right of Christ till one day when 
preaching, and he suddenly saw clearly 
and was converted—at the same tim e his 
gardener, a devour, man was praying that 
his master would see clearly. That clergy­ 
man (the name was not given clearly, Mr. 
Ham m ond speaks proper names too indis­ 
tinctly), became a great evangelist, and 
wrote the famous book “From Death Unto 
Life.” 
“ Do you think of Christ as one who re­ 
ally suffered on Calvary for man, for you?" 
Then followed the story of the ruler who 
made the law, and his son violating it, the 
father suffered the loss of an eye to spare 
his son from the full penalty. 
Oh, how 
tenderly that son thereafter loved that 
father for what he had suffered for him. 
“Have you thought of Christ as dying on 
the cross for you ? Oh, yes. I've heard it, 
you say, all m y life. 
Yes, it goes in at one 
ear and out at the other. 
But it must en­ 
ter your heart if you would be a Christian." 
“ H ave you thought of Christ as the one 
to save you to-night ? Now ? Right here ?” 
H e related the story of his acquaintance 
with the first mate of the steamer Pacific, 
made on a down trip front Victoria some 
years ago. 
H e wanted to be a Christian. 
Mr. Hammond urged him to conte then, 
and told him Christ could change his heart 
then, if he would but yield. 
But the mate, 
who was a swearing man, replied that he 
must put it off until he could give up the 
seq ss no man could be a Christian and sail 
th n stea'mr, for he mu t curse the men. 
Toe next trip the ship was lost and all but 
one of the 429 human beings upon her 
went down, and the mate who wanted to 
De a Christian but “ not just then " went 
down to. 
H e told of the wonderful influ­ 
ence of Lord Ruddock, who became an 
evangelist, and under his preaching Cap­ 
tain Alberg, of Stockholm, was converted, 
and how marvelously Alberg bad moulded 
into Christian character the lives of all the 
m any people employed upon his estates. 
These and a half score other stories—the 
sermon or exhortation was a string o f ex­ 
periences—and then the evangelist said 
with longing, pleading earnestness : 
“ W ill you think of Christ as able, w ill­ 
ing to work a change of heart in you to ­ 
night?” 
And here and there in the rows 
of seats there were covered faces, and anx­ 
ious expressions and evidences that some 
hearts were moved. 
"W ill you think of 
it? W ill you consent ? Come to our morn­ 
ing m eetings and talk with us about it. 
And now let us all prav. and let all repeat 
after me." 
Aud then the evangelist went 
down upon his knees, and the people re­ 
peated alter him sentence by sentence : 
“ Oh. Lord teach us how to pray.” 
“ Teach us to think of Christ as our Di­ 
vine Redeemer.” 
“ As one able to change our hearts.” 
" A s one who died on the cross tor us.” 
" As one who loved us.” 
“ W ho loved me.” 
“ W ho gave him self for me." 
“ W ho is able to save me." 
“ Lord, I believe." 
" H elp m ine unbelief." 
j 
" J-’sus. take this h-' irt of mine." 
“ Make it wholly thine.” 
And this ended the second meeting. 
1 Then, w hile the singers fervently sang 
“ Jesus (1, <i for yea. 
Jesus died foV me; 
Jesus died for all m ankind. 
To make salvation free." 
the Evangelist and 
all 
the clergymen 
went among the people and talked with 
them , and som e 
received them 
while 
' others were coldly courteous and declined 
to be spoken with. 
There was no pressing, 


however, upon refusal; no intrusion upon 
personal 
privacy 
where 
consulta­ 
tion 
was 
repulsed. 
The 
hum 
of 
conversation was heard over the voices of 
the singers on the high platform, and the 
meeting grew into som ething of warmth it 
had not before, and in this condition it 
gradually broke up and melted away with­ 
out formal dismissal. 
But Mr. Hammond 
meantim e had come down into the wick­ 
edest corner of the hall, and greeted some 
old sinners he knew here thirteen years 
ago. 
H e was cordially received and words 
ot kindly regard were exchanged. 
Over 
against this group sat an ex-newspaper 
man,whose task it once was to "write-up” 
the evangelist. 
Approaching him , 
the 
revivalist asked : 
“ Are you a Christian?” 
“ N'o, sir, 1 am a reporter." 
“ My friend, there’s room for you, too." 
“ I hope so. sir.” 
“ Oh, yes ; don’t you want to be a Christ­ 
ian." 
“ Yes, if I were as full of desire as you 
are of enthusiasm .” 
" But you can be.” 
“ Theie's been an earnest good woman 
here next to me, Mr. H am m ond, talking to 
m e about these things, and I've promised 
to read the fifteenth chapter o f John to 
night, but it isn’t any—” 
“ Come, now, kneel down to-night, then, 
and pray—" 
“ 1 have always, every night and morn­ 
ing, but—" 
" A h ! that’s right; now—" 
At which point the Record-U nion's rep­ 
resentative broke off, and ieft the two to 
their debate.

Effect of th e G erm an C hancellor's Speech 
in th e R eich stag. 
I’a Els, February 7th.—The leading or- 
pans, including the Journal ties Debat*, the 
J'aix and tlie SiccJe. credit Prince Bisutaick 
with pacific intentions. They say that his 
speech will make a forcible impression in 
Europe, despite certain reservations. 
The Radical papers demand that France 
enter into an alliance against the “ un­ 
scrupulous Tentón.”

Statesmen express the belief that Ger­ 
many sincerely desires peace, equally with 
France, hut they ask whether Prince Bis­ 
marck really serves the cause of peace in 
proclaiming 
Germany’s 
military emer­ 
gency in terms which wound the amour 
jit'ojn'- oi other nations, and justify Russia’s 
armament. 
A KOCLAKGER BOOM. 
General Boulanger attended the Chatelet 
Theater last night. He received an ova­ 
tion and was greeted with cries of “ Vive 
Boulanger” and “ Vive Kusse” from the 
people, both in the theater and on the 
streets. 


EXPRESSIONS OF TH E GERMAN PRESS. 
B e r l i n , February 7th.—The 
X ational 
ZeUung says: Prince Bismarck’s declara­ 
tions against aggressive war are and will 
remain the permanent guiding star of Ger­ 
many. 
The J assischc Zcitung says : It is impos­ 
sible to build up a golden bridge for peace 
in u more friendly m anner than Prince 
Bismarck did in his speech yesterday. 
Prince Bismarck is receiving telegrams 
from all parts of the Empire congratulating 
him upon his speech, and approving the 
views he expressed. 


HOW IT WAS EEl EIVED IS RUSSIA. 


S t . P e t e r s b u r g , February 7th.—In po­ 
litical and otlicial circles here it is believed 
that the profoundly pacific tone of Prince 
Bismarck’s speech in the German Reichs­ 
tag yesterday, which agrees with Russia’s 
aspirations, will produce an excellent and 
tranquilizing impression everywhere. 
Thu Noeoe Vrcmyea says: The speech 
was a masterpiece. Prince Bismarck was 
calm, self-reliant and, perhaps, sincere 
throughout, and his speech was undoubt­ 
edly pacific in tone. 
At the court ball last night the Czar was 
especially amiable to the foreign Embassa­ 
dors. 
HUNGARIAN SENTIMENT. 
P bsth, February 7th.—Some of the jour­ 
nals here criticise the reference in Punce 
Bismarck’s speech 
to Bulgaria. 
Well- 
informed persons believe that Prince Bis­ 
marck's views in regard to that country 
coincide with those of Austria. 
The speech is regarded as a corroboration 
of the impression that the Austro-German 
treaty was published with peaceful inten­ 
tion ; and the ending of the unsatisfactory 
situation of European affairs is confidently 
expected. 


ITS ONE WEAK POINT. 
L ondon. February 
7th. — Prince Bis­ 
m arck’s speech was volubly discussed in 
political circles to-day, and upon the whole 
favorably. The weak point is considered 
to be the abandonment of the defense of 
Turkey. 


T H E G REAT CHANCELLOR. 


B ism arck 's .Speech the C row ning Effort 
o f a B rillian t Career. 
[Record-Onion's Special OMcaram- Ccijigrightcd 
by the Few York Tribune. 1 
London, February 7th. — “ Eminently 
reassuring.” “ thoroughly pacific.” Such 
are the phrases in which a portion of the 
English press denote the appreciation of 
Prince Bismarck’s speech. All the more 
thoughtful journals, however, are as much 
impressed by his reserve on essential points 
as by his outspokenness on others. Bul­ 
garia is the spot where the European ice is 
the thinnest. Bismarck clearlv considers 
it too thin to hear his weight. H e has said 
what he thinks is likely to happen in every 
quarter of the Continent where danger of 
hostilities is most remote. He hardly re­ 
fers to Bulgaria, where the peace of Europe 
is hourly threatened. 
Russia is likely to 
attack Austria in Galicia. She may at any 
moment turn the heads of her columns 
towards the Balkans. 
The opinion among men generally best 
informed is lhat a secret understanding 
with reference to Bulgaria exists certainly 
between Austria and Germany, and per­ 
haps between Austria and Russia. I be­ 
lieve in the former—not in the iatter. No 
man has yet suggested how Russia's pre­ 
tension can be reconciled with Austrian in­ 
terests. Bismarck, who might have told us 
everything, has on this burning question 
taken refuge in silence. 
The speech abounds in characteristic pas­ 
sages. Never has Bismarck been more vig­ 
orous, more impressive, more picturesque, 
and seldom more eloquent. Never was his 
disdain of tne common arts of diplomacy 
so marked. It would be difficult to carry 
frankness further than to tell France and 
Russia, as Bismarck docs, that he means to 
be able to put a million soldiers on the 
frontier of each, with a third million in re­ 
serve. Perhaps, after all, the echo of his 
eloquent last sentence (“God is with us” ) 
will help as much as anything to keep the 
peace of Europe. 
Europe knows how profoundly true it is. 
If anybody doubted, he had liis answer 
yesterday in these wonderful scenes inside 
and outside the Reichstag. The bill which 
burdens Germany with a cost in blood and 
gold of 700,000 more soldiers passed witn- 
out a dissenting voice. The leader of each 
party and each group supported it. No 
amendment was offered—no hint of hostil­ 
ity heard. Even the Socialists were silent. 
More wonderful still was Prince Bismarck’s 
reception in the street. 
He walked home 
with all Berlin around him cheering and 
flying their caps in the air.

The Moscow Gazette proposes a nearer 
approacbment with England, anil asserts 
that Lord Randolph Churchill, on his re­ 
cent visit, conversed seriously with Russian 
statesmen on the necessity of England and 
Russia mutually guaranteeing themselves 
against the dangers of the central Eurotiean 
league and Prince Bismarck’s Casarism.
